The party who lias retained

Williams expects to open a bar in the 
room in the Schaich building in the 
alley commonly known as "Schaich 
Alley," between 
Fourth and 
fifth 


streets and Chestnut and Main. 


It is expected that as soon as the 


new city ordinances are made ;egal 
by publication, which will be a week 
from next Saturday night, the sa- 
loon-keeper there will be arrested 
and tried for disobedience of that 
clause of the regulation ordinance. 


Mr. Williams 
claims 
that 
that 


clause of the ordinance is illegal be- 
cause it tends to prohibit and steps 
over the bounds of regulation. 
He 


says that the city council lias no 
right to designate in what districts 
saloons shall or shall not be permit- 
ted to operate. He avers that this 
can only bfc done by the vote of the 
people under the Beall or Jones' resi- 
dent district statutes. 


The case will be fought bitterly "by 


the parties interested to kncck" out 
that clause of. the ordinance. 


It is said that there is a state stat- 


ute forbidding a saloon within -100 
feet .of a church which would also 
knock out the place in question. 


The sentiment of the people of the 


city is strongly against any saloon in 
an alley anywhere.

the material interests and the secur- 
ity of foreigners in that country. 
The note continues with a statement 
that the governments, while main- 
taining an attitude of strict neutral- 
ity, deem it worth while to point out 
to the two delegations the necessity 
of bringing the present distuibances 
to an early end

express their belief that this attitude 
responds to the desires of both fac- 
tions. 


This communication was agreed 


upon by the diplomatic
